Dear Mr. Froehlich: 


This is in regard to your request for further information in reply to 
a letter from Mr. Ervin Marquardt, Kaukauna, Wisconsin, regarding a 
sanitary landfill water pollution problem south of Kaukauna, Wisconsin. 


In his letter, Mr. Marquardt refers to contacts and discussions with 
EPA. The EPA he is referring to in his letter is the State of Wisconsin 
Department of Natural Resources, Division of Environmental Protection. 


Mr. Clarence Oster of our Minnesota-Wisconsin District Office contacted 
the Division of Environmental Protection of the Wisconsin Department of 
Natural Resources, Lake Michigan District Office, and information was 
obtained from Mr. Allan Schoen. He indicated that leachates from this 
sanitary landfill area have reached the nearby creek in the last month. 
The problem has been more acute this year than in the past because of 
recent heavy precipitation. Mr. Schoen also indicated that the 
Wisconsin Department of Natural Resources made an investigation of this 
site during the past month and has made several recommendations 
concerning this private landfill facility owned and operated by 

Mr. Lehrer. The recommendations to Mr. Lehrer were those in the State 
of Wisconsin Solid Waste Administrative Code, which became effective 
July 1, 1973, Using these recommendations, they have recommended 
moving the operation back from the nearby creek, as per the new setback 
requirements. Diking requirements were also recommended to prevent 
leachate from reaching the stream. They have also indicated that there 
will be a need for caping, or placing additional clay layers, in the 
landfill to stop further drainage. These requirements of the Department 
of Natural Resources must be met before the sanitary landfill license 
will be renewed on October |, 1975. Mr. Schoen also stated that the 
operator has indicated that he will comply with these requirements 
within the next month. Follow-up will be done by the Wisconsin 
Department of Natural Resources, Lake Michigan District Office. For
